ONE OF THE STUDENT GROUPS, THE AW AMI LEAGUE-BACKED 
CHATTRO LEAGUE, HAD DECLARED A STRIKE TO OBSERVE A 
NATIONAL DAY OF MOURNING ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF SHEIKH 
MUJIBUR RAHMAN’S ASSASSINATION (REFTEL). THE STRIKE WAS 
OPPOSED BY AT LEAST SIX OTHER STUDENT FRONTS. THE TROUBLE 
OCCURRED REPORTEDLY AS SEVERAL HUNDRED CHATTRO LEAGUE 
SUPPORTERS TRIED TO FORM A PROCESSION AND WERE MET BY 
OPPOSING STUDENTS. POLICE, WHO WERE STATIONED NEARBY 
AS A PRECAUTION, DISPERSED THE STUDENTS WITHOUT MAKING 
ANY ARRESTS.
